U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, for example the language in claim 7, " an activity of a LI 6 protein" in the preamble and "the 
activity of a LI 6 protein" in the body of the claim. The language of "an activity of a LI 6 protein" without any indication of the specific 
activity remains problematic under 112, first paragraph and the later phrase lacks antecedent basis under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
pargraph. See also the typo in line 8 of claim 145. 
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
